He would 


better serve the atomachu of savages, than 
the interests fit" a niritized people. 


A hatred of covctousuess is the other qual- 


ification needed in public servants. This is 
of first importance where so #ruat pecuniary 
interests are at stake. That great political 
heresy -"to the victors belong the spoils"—is 
founded in covetousness. It has maintained 
a large gang of oiHce-seekera. who are utterly 
unfit for public service ou account of their 
Tonality. The reform of tbo civil service is 
tho great need of our country. Not that all or 
tho majority of public servants ore voiial— 
thank God this is not so ; but tho number 
of luch has beeii too large for public honor 
and profit. 


"What means should bo used to secure fit 


men for public positions ? One menus is by 
rebelling against the tyranny of parties. 
Every man should bo greater than his party, 
in his individual sovereignty assert and main- 
tain his right to act independent of any and 
all political autocrats, and cast hi.t vote and 
use his influence on the side aud for the 
men and measures that his own judgment 
and conscience approve. The speaker de- 
nounr.pfl tho cry, ''Principles, r.nd 
not 


men,"showing that righteous principles can- 
nct ba maintained under corrupt men. The 
character of candidates needs to be scanned 
more closely than the platform on which 
they propose to stand. Tho latter is often 
used only as a raft to cross political waters, 
and thon cas! awny. Men after the pattern 
of Henry Clay should be supported, who 
said, "It is bettar to be right than to be 
president." When every good man of n 
party refuses to vote for a bad man, other 
parties vri.'I not claret nominate such a man. 


Another moans of securing suitable nnblici 


servants is tho restriction of the suffrage 
within reasonable bounds. 
New York city 


shows the foil}* and peril of unlimited suf- 
frage. 
Men who have nothing to lose in 


nroiiertv or rhnrnnfpr and mostly foreigners 
hold the balance of power, and these aro 
used by demagogues to carry out their cor- 
rupt schemes. It is a wrong equally to the 
true interests of such men, nnd to our 
government to make them the peers of in- 
telligent Americans. 
Tho constitution of 


Kbode Island in this respect is wise. 


The final means noticed for securing fit 


public servo-iiis was tho moral and religious 
elevation of the people. The public servant 
of ii people will never rise far above the 
moral (standard of (ho people themselves. 
Tweed and his gang of plunderers succeeded 
because they \vere backed by n corrupt 
constituency. This single fact shows the 
ntfld of the moral nnd religious elevation of 
tho people to secure j;ood government. Hence 
tbs strong appeal to relisioiis nimi= They 
owe it to their country to bring the renew- 
ing and sanctifying gospel into saving con- 
tact with the masses. "Yo are tho salt of 
Lbo earth;" "Ye are tho light of tho world,"'

Christ to his disciples, 
Christiana 


must use tho light and salt in them to 
save tbe nation from Ispsiug into that cor- 
ruption whose end is national anarchy and 
ruin. 
Ciod grant, that under their lead ths
